Why docs our Constitution grant 
limited powers to our govern­ 
ment ? 
After fighting for and 
winning 
their independence from arbitrary 
English rule, the American Colonies 
undertook to set up a form of federal 
government 
for 
them selves 
that 
would protect them forever from the 
oppression of an all-powerful govern­ 
ment. This was the prime reason for 
incorporating in our Constitution the 
principle of dividing the government 
into three separate and independent 
b ranches— the 
legislative 
(Con­ 
gress), the executive (the President) 
and the Judicial (the Supreme Court 
and other federal courts). 
While ratification of our Consti­ 
tution was pending W ashington, who 
had been chairman of the Constitu­ 
tional Convention, wrote: “My creed 
is simply that the general govern­ 
ment is not invested with more 
powers 
t h a n are indispensably 
necessary to perform the functions 
of a good government; and conse­ 
quently, that no objection ought to 
be made against the quantity of 
power delegated to it; 
“That these powers, 
. 
. 
. 
are so 
distributed among the legislative, 
executive, and judicial branches, 


into which the general government 
is arranged, that it can never lie in 
danger of degenerating into a mon­ 
archy, an oligarchy, an aristocracy, 


or any other despotic or oppressive 
form, so long as there shall remain 
any virtue in the body of the people 
“It will at least be a recommenda­ 
tion to the 
. 
. 
. constitution, that 
it is provided with more checks and 
barriers against the introduction of 
tyranny, and those of a nature less 
liable to be surmounted, than any 
governm ent h i t h e r t o instituted 
an 
y; mortals hath possessed.^"

And no b e tte r example of 
this fact could be found than in the 
editors’ reply to the Industrial News 
Review’s C ourt 
questionnaire.— In­ 
dustrial News Review.

attem pted to push them down 
and put m ore in. The flam es ignited 
the sleeve of his shirt and burned 
him seriously. In another 
case, a 
woman was w atching trash burn in 
an incinerator which 
w as too full. 
The wind veered, the flam es ignite*! 
her clothing. She was so badly burned 
th a t she died in agony. 
The National Board of Fire U nd er­ 
w riters advises against burn ing trash, 
even in an incinerator, it any wind 
at all is blowing. 
Much clothing worn today is m ade 
partly of compositions 
th a t ignite 
easily and burn furiously. A ccording­ 
ly, g re a te r care m u st 
be taken to 
avoid the d an g er of netting clothing 
on fire. Load your incinerator, but 
don’t stu ff it. Once the fire is s ta rt­ 
ed, let it bu rn down before adding 
more. Stay well ou t of reach of the 
flames and keep children at a dis­ 
tance.
